JACED with the threat that our nation’s petroleum 
land. Representatives of the oil industry, however. 
reserves may last only thirteen years, geologists are 
m aintain that considerable petroleum still is available 
striving to tap the almost limitless supply of oil located 
beneath the seas off our coastline The first attem pt to 
get oil from the depths of the Atlantic Ocean was begun 
this month near Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, and 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. [ekes revealed that 
the scientists are making progress in their efforts to 
reach the underw ater oil. The Departm ent of the In­ 
terior is extrem ely interested in the experim ent because 
its officials feel this nation does not have much more oil 


in unexplored land areas in the U S. as well as under 
the ocean floor. 
Two years of surveys by scientists of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey preceded the actual drilling 
for underw ater oil. Using the seismograph, geologists 
set off explosions and then noted the angle at which the 
sound waves bounced back. This data indicated rock 
strata which might contain oil was located some 8,500 
feet below Pamlico Sound.
